Cvrus Eaton Out Of His Element 


Cyrus Eaton is one o( the finest living ex­ 
amples of the kind of man who is amazing- 


lr astute in one line.of work but not quite 
p e rc e iv e enough to stay away from other 
lines of work about which he is incredibly 


naive 
Mr Eaton has mace two fortunes being a 
capitalist because he knows a lot about how 
to be a capitalist and uses that knowledge 
very cleverly But in the field of foreign af­ 
fairs he appears to be pretty naive and his 
inability to resist dabbling in it has not en­ 
hanced either his own reputation or his 
country's. 
For instance 
when he returned recently 
from a trip behind the Iron Curtain, he had 
some pointed remarks to make about the 
TJ S position in the current international sit­ 
uation 


HE SAID IT was obvious the United States 
is the only warlike nation because we have 
circled Russia and China with military bases 
and our fleet is patrolling the Pacific. 
Without going into all th* obvious reason? 
for our defense strategy we wonder if Mr. 
Eaton ever has asked himself why the United 
States has not used this military power to 
annex to itself more of the earth's area 
That would be the logical course of a strong 
nation committed to warlike policies 
Mr Eaton deemed members of our State 
and Commerce departments "pinheads" be­ 
cause they declined to permit American steel 
firms to supply the Soviet Union with pipe 
for oil and gas lines Perhaps he has forgot 


ten the regret this nation felt in World War 
ll when Japan was using material bought 
from 
the 
United 
States 
to 
make 
war 
against it 
And perhaps he does not recognise that 
capitalism ^ strength in the face of com­ 
munism lies in part in its deoendence upon 
principle rather than "business at all costs ’* 
Mr Eaton also criticized the United States 
for refusing to co-exist with Russia when it 
co-exists with Great Britain, many of whose 
industries are socialized 


HE APPARENTLY overlooks the fact that 
the very term itself implies a willingness 
to cooperate to participate mutually in the 
achievement of a common goal 
That Us certainly evident in our relationship 
with the British We have our differences with 
them, but we manage to maintain friend­ 
ship because we meet each other halfway 
on the road to a common purpose 
We have shown our good faith repeatedly 
in efforts to bring peace — economic as 
well as political — to the world by trying to 
cooperate with the Communists They have 
rewarded us repeatedly with evidences of had 
faith, ar obstinate unwillingness to partici­ 
pate mutually in efforts for peace, and a 
flagrant disregard even for the common goal 
of peace 
Mr. Eaton certainly is entitled to his own 
opinions. That he has th* right to express 
them is obvious 
He ought to bear that ore fact in mind 
when he compares the United States with 
the Red lands he praises so vocally. 


Worried Socialists In Japan 


Leaders of the Socialist party in Japan 
•re reported to he quite concerned because 
the Communists have taken over their anti- 
America campaign and threaten to expand 
the violence of the past several weeks 
It is difficult to work up much sympathy 
for the Socialist leaders because, as poli­ 
ticians. they could be expected to be aware 
of the consequences their strategy to bring 
down the government of Prem ier Rishi and 
reject the new mutual security treaty with 
the United States. 
Being closer to the Communists than the 
more conservative elements, they could be 
expected to be more aware than anyone else 
of the Communists’ way of doing things 
When one plays footsie with the Reds, one 
must realize that the Reds can be expected 
to take over the game when it suits them. 
That is the way they operate They are great 
ones for letting someone else do their dirty 
work and then moving in when the time is 
ripe 
Although the Socialists in Japan have main­ 
tained throughout their violent demonstrations 
that they were not 
remonstrating against 


President Eisenhower but only dealing with 
an Biter na I political situation, they hardly 
could have been ignorant of the fact that the 
time is now ripe in Communist circles to en­ 
courage any maneuver that would diminish 
the presige of the United States and its 
chief executive. 
Thus the Communists in Tokyo — guided by 
the Communists in Peiping and Moscow — 
hardly could be expected to view the political 
possibilities in Japan in purely local terms 
Once the Socialists started barking, the Reds 
were bound to become the tail that started 
wagging the dog 
One of the reasons the Socialists leaders 
are worried now is undoubtedly because they 
know the majority of Japanese will not sup­ 
port an anti-Eisenhower maneuver directed 
openly by the Communists 
They stand to 
be repudiated along with the Reds, because 
they started the whole thing moving 
There are encouraging signs to Americans 
that this will happen when the President ar­ 


r iv e s in Japan 
We devoutly hope it will 
And we won't feel sorry for the regretful

The State Teachers Retirement Board has 


decided it will not invest it* trust funds in 
land for future highway rights-of-way 
The program was set up by the last Gen­ 
eral Assembly as a way to reserve land 


reeded for future road projects without ty­ 
ing up State Highway Department m o n e y 
needed for current projects 
It authorizes the highway director to enter 
Into agreements with trustees of the teach­ 
ers, school em ployes and public employes 
retirement funds and the industrial commis­ 
tion under which they would provide die 
money for the 
advance 
right-of-way 
pur­ 
chases 
The law provides that the highway director 
must purchase the land from the investing 
body in not more than five years after the 
agreement, 
paying 
the 
original 
purchase 
price plus a negotiated return, currently set 
by the controlling board at 54 per cent 'Hie 
statute also limits the amount of money that 
may be so invested at one time to in per 
cent of the combined or separate total assets 
of the funds 


THESE PROVISIONS were worked out in 
several rewritings -of the bill in legislative 
committee in an effort 
to 
guarantee 
the 
funds’ trustees that they would lose no money 
on the investments and that they would not 
risk political inroads on their retirement pro­

Michigan experts contend that the 
voter who is consistently identified 
with one or the other of the po­ 
litical pattie* is likely to know 
more about the issues than is the

SOME EXTRACTS from the book 
read as follows:

have his interest and concern with

sustained 
at 
a 
higher 
level ” 
This is but another way of say­ 
ing that the so-called independents 
are people who have not learned 
much from lofty speeches or pro­ 
nouncements and are swayed in 
each campaign by emotional or 
economic considerations 
This is the very opposite of the 
position often expressed by the so­ 
called liberals, who have tried con­ 
sistently to foster the idea that the 
independent holds the balance of 
power. 
The truth is that the word in­ 
dependent is a misnomer In Eng­ 
land. they are far more realistic 
about it. 
They call the uncertain voters 
"switch" voters 
This is because 
they go from party to party in 
each 
election, 
depending 
upon 
which way the wind is blowing 
from the economic standpoint 
Many of these "switch" voter? 
do not go to the polls at all 
lf 
they are satisfied with current 
economic conditions, they are more 
than likely to stay at home rather 
than bother to cast a vote. 
When, however, they are aroused 
by some issue, whether economic 
or emotional—like corruption or a 
threat of war—these same voters 
show up at the polls. 
The intregity of an administra­ 
tion can become the important is­ 
sue in a national campaign and 
emotions can be aroused over war
